Legal Difference Between Tweedledum 
and Tweediedee.

greet. Mr. Mills went into the latter place and 
took a drink. Ex-Senator Kehoe, Ald. Me- 
Nally, and others were present. Mille wanted 
to bet from 85 to $500 on Wright’s election, and 
said that he hed “an ax to grind.” Mills did 
bet $10 with Ald. McNally. Iu witness’ opinion, 
Mr. Mills was not “beastly sober,” and “ was 
feeling pretty happy.”

COUNTY UNDERTAKER. 
THE WORK OF GETTING BODIES FOR DISSECTION 
is now redaced to a sort of science, and none 
but professional, skilled workmen are employed 
to secure material. These are paid by the 
demonstrators according to the labor performed 
in securing the subjects which legitimately go 
to them. A demonstrator leares of the sudden 
death of an unknown man. He immediately 
sends for one of the “professionals,” and 
instructs him to ect the body and take 
it to a certain place. The man obeys orders, 
and is paid in proportion to the amount of labor 
it has cost him. Oncein a while a fabulous 
price is paid tor a job of this kind, but in a ma- 
jority of cases the sums range from $10 to $50. 
A Coroner has an opportunity to occasionally 
turn an bonest penny in this direction, and it is 
rted that one sometimes takes advantage 


of his. position to do this, ifring men for the 
purpose bimself and making a4 profit off the 
labor.

price. It is said, also, that there are plenty of 
subjects in this city to supply al! the institutions 
of learning with more than enough material un- 
der the law. But it is charged that. unless very 
closely watched bodies will find their way into 
the counfry, and even out of the State, which is 
expressly forbidden by the law. 

Not long ago @ certain person was detected in 
the act of shipping a body to some place in Iowa. 
and he was threatened with prosecution, which 
had the effect of straightening him up for a time. 
However, a continual guard has to be placed 
over the men having eharge of such matters to 
prevent irregularities, as the temptation is 
great to get rid of the remains through other 
chaunels than the proper ones, the remupera- 

tion often being ten times as great. A tramp: 
or.a pauper is often worth much more after he 
is dead than while alive, and the demand is 
greater than the supply. Nearly every student 
in a medical college + takes a skeleton 
home with him upon the completion of 
his course studies, and there are a great 
many doctors in the country. A large number 
of these also have two skéletons, and some 
have a dozen, representing both sexes and vari- 
ous ages. The skeleton morket is not so very 
brisk,—a tolerably good one can be purchased 
at any of the down-town places for $5, while an 
elegant affair, gold-mounted, gold-wired, scien- 
tifically-scraped, bleached, an imported, can 
be obtained for from $10 to $25, ali in perfect 
working order. 

The demonstrators of the different medical 
colieges of this city bave formed a sort of pro- 
tective union, and have a regular society, with 
a head, etc., for the purpose of being better 
abie to secure material. This Association is 
furmsbed with money by the medical profes- 
sion with which to protect their rights, and 
prosecute, if necessary, any infringement upon 
the same. The law says that the iustitutions 
shall be at no more cost in procuring bod:es for 
dissection than the bare expenses, but it usually 
costs from $30 to $40 for @ subject, and tais 
is on account of the reguiarities which 
are practiced from time to time in order 
to sappy the outside demand. It is the wish

If the Elec- 
tion law was to be repealed, then the prohi- 
bition contained in the Army bill was a part 
of such vepenl, and called for the Presiden- 
tial veto as well as every other part of the 
game scheme, If the Election law was not 
to be repealed, then it was the duty of the

authorities can hope to enforce the Election 
law and protect the Supervisors. | 
The Democratic criticism of the message 
directed at that portion which sets forth thgt 
the existing statutes already furnish ample 
guarantee against military interference with 
elections, is also weak ahd fallacious. The 
Democratic argument is that, if the President 
were governed by this consideration, then he 
vetoed the new restriction proposed ip 
the Army bill because it was cumulative 
and unnegessary, and that the President has 
not the right to exercise his veto power as 
to any measure passed by Congress which 
he simply regards as superfluous and as pro- 
viding restrictions already in exist- 
ing laws. But this criticigm is based upon a 
palpable distortion of the President's mes- 


The inference from that document, 4 


as from ail previous expressions and 
acts of President Haves, is that he ig as 
violently opposed to military interference 
with elections as the most orthodox Demo- 
erat. He gited existing statutes to show 
that the laws as they now stand afford a: 
guarantee against such interference, and he 
strengthened this opinion by eiting the un- 
disputed fact that no attempt at military 
interference with elections hag been at- 
tempted, proposed, or contemplated under 
his Administration. Hence the new restric- 
tion is not necessary to prevent military 
interference, and the theory sst up by the 
Democrats that it is to that end is 
@ mere pretense to cover up another pur- 
pose, viz.: The purpdse of defeating the 
exeoution of the Election laws. This 
was the real design of the political 
sections of’ the Army bill, and this it was 
which demanded the President's veto. The 
course of the argument is clear and consist- 
ent. The measure was vetoed, not because 
it was unnecessary to the commendable pur- 
pose of preventing military interference 
with elections, but because it was designed 
and oaleulate d to prevent the enforcement of 
other laws wich are wecessary to the welfare 
of an electiv; Government. ; 
The fact is that the Democrats are much 
more embarrassed by the reasoning of the 
veto-message than they had expected to be. 
The pretensy that the legislation which they 
pro was designed to check military des- 
has been so thoroughly exposed and 
so completely dissipated that they haye 
nothing te stand on in case of a further at- 
tempt to force this legislation upon the 
country. If they shall undertake to adjourn 
without voting the appropriations for the 
support of the army, and for the mainte- 
nance of the Executive, Judicial, and Legis- 
lative branches of the Government, then 
they will fully confirm the apprehen- 
sions expressed in the President's 
message that there was a design to 
nullify his constitutiopal prerogative, 
and they will thus justify his course in re- 
sisting such an attempt at the outset, The 
issue they will then make will not be go 
much as to the retention or abandonment of 
the National Election laws as it will be over 
the right of the Democratic party to disband 
the army and block the wheels of Govern- 
ment, becanse they have just enough majority 
to do that but not enough to carry through 
their legislation over the President's veto in

The city had also used up for current ex- 
penses $1,800,000 belonging to special funds; 
there was not a dollar in the Treasury; the 
city was prohibited from borrowing, and 
could not, with millions of its paper under 
protest, borrow a penny, even. if it had the 
legal power to do so, . In various other mat- 
ters, the finances of the city were in hopeless 
and inextricable confusinn. Nearly six 
months’ salaries of the public employes were 
due and unpaid. . 

The new City Government addressed itself 
at onee to grapple with this condition of 
affairs. Immediately, and to the extent of 
its power at that time, the Council abolished 
offices, and reduced salaries, and suspended 
appropriations. The second year it carried 
this reform to the full extent of its power, 
and thereby, in addition to paying off large 
portions of the debt, was able to reduce tax- 
ation ever ome million of dollers:. At the 
enif'of the fein term of Mayor Hzaru the 
result, of the three years of honest, and 
economical government was summed up, 
with the following gratifying exhibits :

In the meantime the illegalities of former 
proceedings iu tax-levies have been remedied, 
and the city will have during this year to its 
credit from these remedial proceedings con- 
cerning past revenue supposed to have been 
lost good assets amounting to $1,220,338, 
or,more than sufficient to pay the outstand- 
ing illegal scrip and the overdraft of credit 
funds. Assuming that this last result, the 
labor of which has been performed during 
the last three years, is an accomplished fact, 
it will be ssen that the honest City Govern- 
ment hag, from the wreck and debris of the 
bankrupt Treasury it found in July, 1876, 
practically paid off:

Out the revenues for 1877 and 1878, 
being the two years under which e taxes 
were levied, collected, and expended by the 
late City Administration, there is a surplus 
reserve of $400,000 available es cash funds, 
to be expended or held to be accumulated 
with like reserve surplus for 1879. 

A vast amount of complivated matters 
growing out of unadjusted and disputed 
special assessments has been settled and paid 
During these three years the cost of carry- 
ing on the Government has been reduced.

SOME NEW RULERS. 

The Treaty of Berlin constituted Bulgaria 
an autonomous and tributary principality, 
under the suzerainty of the Sultan. It also pro- 
vided that the provisional organization of Bul- 
garia should be directed, till the completion of 
the organic law, by an Imperial Russian Com- 
missioner assisted by ap Imperial Turkish 
Commissioner, this provisional organization 
not to last more than nine months from the 
signing of the treaty. It further provided 
that an assembly of the notables of Bulgaria, 
convoked at Tirnova, the ancient Capital, 
should draft a Constitution, the basis of which 
should be absolute religious freedom. Finally 
it provided that the Prince of Bulgaria 


shall be freely elected by the population and 


confirmed by the Sublime Porte, with the 
assent of the Powers. No memberof any of 
the reigning dynasties of the Great European 
Powers shall be elected Prince of Bulgaria. 

In the event of the Prineely dignity becom- 

ing vacant, the election of the new Prince 
shall be made under the same conditions and 
in the same forms.” These provisions 
have now been consummated in con- 
sonanee with the treaty. The organic law 
was adopted and proclaimed some weeks 
ago, and on Tuesday last the Prinee of Baj- 
tenberg was elected Prince without opposi- 
tion over Prince Warna, son of the 
King of Denmark and brother of the Princess 
Turra, who recently married the Duke of 
Cumberland, who was supported by England 
and Prince Hun of Reuss. The Prince- 
elect is AuxexaypEeR Josgpn, son of Prince 
ALexinper Lovis Gro Faepenioc Butz, of 
the house of Hesse,and was supported by Rus- 
sia, in whose armies his father had done excal- 
lent service. The son was born in 1857, and 
was one of those scions of royalty out of 
business who have yet a record to make, 

though he served with gallantry on the staff 
of the Grand Duke Nicnoras during the late 

war. His father, however, figured very ex- 
tensively in the field. He was born in 1823, 

son of Loon II. of Hesse-Darmstadt, and 
brother of MARIA ALExanpRovNa, the present 
Empress of Russia. He served in the Rus- 
sian army throngh the famous campaigns in 
the, Caucasus against Scuamyn, in 1845. 

In 1851 he retired from the Russian 

service and married the daughter of 
the Russian General, Count Havex, who 
was raised to the dignity of a Countess, 

and in 1858 became Prineess of Battenberg. 

In 1859 he served in the Austrian campaign 
against Italy, and in 1866 commanded the 
Eighth Corps in the war against Prussia. If 
military prowess is hereditary in this case, 

the Prince-elect ought to be a good soldier, 

whatever may be his abilities as a ruler, and 
as military capacity will be especially needed 
in maintaining the newly-acquired autonomy 
of his Princedom, not only as against Turk- 

ish perfidy but the conspiracies of his own 
heterogeneous populations, who are deter- 
mined to violate the treaty by foreing a 
union of Bulgaria with Egstern Roumelia, 

the choice of the Convention apparently is 
a fortunate one, It will alse aid his admin- 
istration that he is in direct sympathy with 
Russia, and that he will be cordially sup- 
ported by that Power. His first official act 
seems to have been a stipulation that the 
Russians employed in Bulgaria should retain 
their pests five years and afterwards be nat- 
uralized, if they so desire, which makes the 
entire civil administration of Bulgaria Rus- 
sian in its character and tepfencies, 

Art. XIII. of the Treaty also 
provides as follows: There is formed to 
the south of the Balkans a province which 
shall take the name of Eastern Roumelia, 
and which shall remain under the direct 
military and political authority of his Impe-

GENERAL PROCEEDINGS. 
SENATE. 

| Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, April 30.—Senator Hamilton 
called the Senate to order this morning, aud 
when the hum of conversation died away and 
the members took their seats, and the attorneys 
of the expectant candidates for Justiceships in 
Chicago withdrew, the usual large attendance of 
members incident to a day in the middle of the 
week was found present. 9 

Senator Hamilton immediately yielded the 
chair to Senator Hunt, as the Senator from Mc- 
Lean had business on hand this morning, the 
same being the consideration of Senator Herd- 
man’s resolution submitting to the voters of the 


State the question of the further continuance of 


the Normal Schools. It was a special order for 
this morning, and when it was read 
Senator Hamilton took the floor, and said he 
was not here to ask Senators to vote against 
their convictions. He only wished to show 
some facts bearing on the matter under consid- 
eration, which he believed had not vet been pre- 
sented, and, they having heard these, he would 
be satisfied with the action of the Legislature. 
He inguired if the Legislature had been in re- 
ceipt of petitions asking for, the abolition of the 
Normal Schools. It had not, but, on the con- 
trary, had defeated by à large vote two bills 
proposing to accomplish this purpose. He then 
read from the fifth section of an act of Congress 


| of April 18, 1818, the ttird provision of which 


says that one-fifteenth of 5 per cent of the net 
proceeds of the lands lying within this State, 
which shall be sold by Congress after 
Jan. 1, 1819, “shall be exclusively be- 
stowed on a college or university.“ The 
money acquired uuder this provision was 
held and used by the State, unarpropriated as 
directea, until 1857, when this fund reached the. 
sum of $120,000 without accruing interest. At 
that time the matter of establishing the Normal 
School was inaugurated, and the speaker read 
from the laws then passed, showing the manner 
in which this was done. ‘The act of the Levgisla- 
ture then passed submitted the question of its 
location to e section that desired to secure 
it, the section offering the largest subscription 
m receive the school?

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Adjournment of the Legislature. | 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., April 30.—The One Hundredth 
Legislature adjourned to-night, after a session 
of 120 days. Three hundred and sixty laws have 
been passed, and only one has been vetoed. 
Direct sayings in appropriations have been 
made of $270,000, and indirectly about 
$50,000 The session has been one 
of unusual interest, although the greater part 
of the business has been of a local nature. 
After struggling for many years, the friends of 
biennial elections and sessions of the Legis- 
lature have got their project through, 
and there is a fair chance of the Con- 
stitution being so amended. The Civil 
Damage Liquor bill did not become a 
law till Jate this afternoon, Gov. Talbot with- 
holding his signature until influential property- 
holders bad an audience with him to point the 
injustice of the measure. More pressure has 
been brought to bear against it than against 
any bill for years, but the two branches and the 
Governor stood firm. 

ONE OF THE LAST ACTS TO-DAY 
was the rejection of the bill providing for the 
actual personal registration of voters in Boston, 
which had been a through its earliest 
stages by a strong Republican majority. At the 
last moment, led by a few loca) Republican 
politicians, the House threw it out. 
These politicians feared the effect of 
a new registration on the fall elections, it al- 
ways being ditficult to get into the lists the full 
strength of the Republican vote, business-men 
proverbially neglecting their duty in this di- 
rection, while the Democrats always make it 
their first business to get in all their men. The 
bill was carefully drawn, and was admitted to 
be in the interest of honest registration, which 
the city has not had for years. 
The action of the Republicans was cowardly, and 
is strongly denounced by the press. ith a 
very little more the Republican members from 
Boston could have secured this important step 
toward the purification of the ballot-Dox. A 
reduction of 50 per cent in taxation for State ex- 
penses is secured.

ungratetul Republic, that he may readily be 
excused for not being thoroughly posted as to 
the contraventions of the statute law and the 
ordinances of Chicago which oceur daily iw the 
city of his adoption. Coming from a land 
where every man owns a fast horse and every 
woman wears No. 1 slippers, and being not to 
the manner born, Mayor Harrison should cer- 
tainly be excused for ignorance as to the daily 
and nightly —bappenings in Chicago.

of splendid thoroughfares is owned and con- 
trolied, from Monroe’ street south as far as a 
pedestrian would care to go, by prostitutes, 
thieves, keepers of European hotels, Italian 
restaurant men, beer garden proprietors, pawn- 
brokers who have been ten times indicted, and 
whose premises are searched three times a week 
for stolen property, keepers of houses of ill- 
fame, and such like persons. He cannot know 
that State street forms the nightiy beat of an 
army of prostitutes, who lie in wait on every 
corner for the passer-by, and address him in 

oneyed terms of endearment, coupled with a 
equest to set up the drinks. He cannot 
know that upon this great thoroughfare 
“some things which are not yet enrolled iu 
market lists are bought and sold,” and that on 
State street as in the Haymarket, every night 
is market-night.”’ or can ke know, at least 
from personal experience,—for Mr. Harrison 
lives on the West Side—that no man can pass 
along State, Clark, Madison, or Randolph 
streets after the shades of evening have fallen 
without being accosted on every corner and at 
every step by women of the vilest character. 

But Mr. Harrison is not above learning, even 
from the newspapers, which have pulled feathers 
from the — of his eagle and deriged that 
noble, although erratic, monareh of the air. He 
has recently taken control of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment. He has told the Council and the gen- 
eral public that he will suppress the Bridgeport 
stenches and protect the stench factories—that 
he will put down the Communists and maintain 
the right of the citizen to bear arms. It ought 
not, therefore, to be bard for bim to suppress 
the open manifestations of prostitates upon the 
public streets, even while protecting the un- 
fortunate ’’ classes in the pursuit of their voca- 
tion.

From one to another of these places there is 
a constant stream of travel. Sadie, Belle, Julia, 
and the rest, finding business dull in one 
ranche, travel to the next.

Where they are not sure that the passer-by is a 
friend of theirs theyspeakto him by way of 
settling it.

A sign‘ficant fact is reported from England: 
Some of the iarmers there have asked for a re- 
duction of as much as 60 per cent in their rents, 
and there is a general demand for material con- 
cessions by the landlords.

Domestic and foreign dry goods met with a 
generous demand, and were as firm as before. 
Trade is not as active as a fortnight ago, but a 
decline in the demand was to be expected after 
the middie of April. Prices still show great 
strength. In the grocery market there were no 
specially new features. A good demand exists, 
and both staple and side gods were held with 
firmpess. Sugars are receiving increased atten- 
tion, and are working into a firmer position. 
The dried-fruit and fish markets were unchanged. 
There was a fair movement in butter at previous 
quotations. Cheese remains unsettied. The 
oil market was fairly active and steady. Coal 
was dull, with prices so irregular as render 
sccurate quotations impossible. Lumber was 
steady at the yards, with a good demand from 
the interior. At the agle-docks the offerings 
were small, and the demand fair at recent fig- 
ures. The wooLand broom-coru markets were 
quiet and ungaanged. Seeds were in good de- 
mand, andy timothy advanced several 
cents per du. Hay was steady, the 
best grades being in fair request. 
Green fruits were in good request, Mediterra- 
nean v ies being firm under moderate offer- 
ings.

Ths to New York. 

Letters received from a gentleman traveling in 
Iowa and Minnesota for the express purpose of 
finding out the wheat situation state that the 
seed ig crowing well; no trouble about that. 
The weather has been favorable for sowing, and 
witb rain in the future the crop will be the biegest 
ever raised. In some places nearly one-third more 
ground has been seeded to wheat than ever be- 
fore. In some places they have had no rain for 
as much as five months, but the growing wheat 
looks vell as a rule. If the dry weather should 
continue more than about a fortnight River 
the crop will be light, but it is not too late yet.

HOW BISMARCK SCARED EUROPE. 
Harper's Magazine.

After the 
close of the joint war with Prussia and Austria 
against’ Denmark on the question of the 
Dachies, Bismarck came to Vienna to settle 
the terms of peace with the Emperor.

‘ister of Foreign Affairs, and remembering 
that ‘his old) university chum, Motley, was the 
American Minister, be drove directly to his 
house, and found Motley just retiring from 
the modest family dinner, with nothing dut 
fhe remaina of the dessert on the table. 
The old triends cordially joined hands and 
hearts; fresh viands were furnished trom 
Motley's kitchen and fresb Burgundy from his 
cellar, and for bour after hour the old collegi- 
ans went over. their student experiences and 
frolics at the University of Berlin, without 
speaking a word about 3 After eracking 
his last walnut and swallowing his last glass of 
wine, Bismarck, Jong after midnight, leit Mot- 
Iey’s house, and sauntered away whistling to his 
hotel, with an immense internal satisfaction at 
the entertainment he had derived from his first 
nicht's experience at Vienna. But the eyes of 
all Europe was all this Jime on the terrible mau 
of blood and won.“ The foreign embassies 
were in an uproar. Was it possible that there 
was to be an alliance between Prusgia and the 
United States? It was Known that New York 
was, in respect to its German population, the 
third or fourth German city in the worid. What 
meant this mysterious visit to the American Min- 
ister—the first visit the dreaded Prussian states- 
manu had made o1 epg | Vienna! Telegrams 
flew to London, Paris, Turin, and St. Peters 
burg. The ingenuity of diploniatists was 
taxed to account for what was unaccountable. 
Sumner himself, as Chairman of the Senate 
Committee of For ian Affairs, received private 
letters from eminent persons abroad, earnestly 
inquiring whether the Upited States had re- 
solved to depart from non-interference witu the 
affairs of Europe, as recommended by the im- 
mortal Washington, etc.—abeurd letters, at 
which Sumner, who knew Motley’s early associ- 
ations with Bismarck, exhibited his teeth in the 
most genial and humorous of smiles. He 
laughed with Motley over the occurrence some 
years afterward, when the affair was explained 
to him just as ne bad divined it. It is a pity 
that this one humorous incident in the whole 
dreary correspondence of the American Depart- 
ment of State with its Ministers abroad is not 
recorded in any State paper. But it is certain 
that ior a day or two it seriously disturbed the 
consultations of every Cabinet in Kurope.

THE INVENTOR OF CHAMPAGNE. 
London Acacemy, , 

The wine of Champagne was originally red, 
but at the close of the sixteenth century began 
to assume a yellowish hue, and did vot much 
differ from that produced in the adjacent Prov- 
ince of Burgundy. Inthe memorable year 1688 
a certain monk, named Perignon, was made 
‘“‘celerer”’ of the Benedictine Abbey of Hautvil- 
liers, a little hamlet on the banks of the Marne, 
about five miles distatit from Epernay. No man 
was ever better fitted for the post he beld, and 
discovery after discovery rewarded his zealous 
toil. He was tue first to “marry” the produce 
of one vineyard with that of another; to find 
out that a white wine could be made from 
the blackest grapes, which would keep good 
instead of degenerating like that obtained 
from white ones; and to substitute cork 
as a stopper for a bottle instead of flax 
dipped in oil, which had hitherto been used. 
Nor was this all, for just at the close of the 
seventeenth century he achieved bis final tri- 
ump of making an effervescent wine. Why it 
sparkled he did not know, for the. connection 
between sugar and carbonic acid was as yet un- 
dreamt of: but the secret sooh spread over the 
country, until in 1878 the officia! return ot the 
manu rers’ stocks in the cham pagne district, 
as KCl the Chamber of Commerce at 
Reims, 0,188,863 bottles. It is interesting to 
observe haw long ago England asserted herself 
against . taste of other nations. In 
1790 M. t's traveler writes from London: 

How the taste of this country has changed since 
ten years ago! Almost everywhere they ask for 
dry wine, but at the same time require it so vinous 


wine of Sillery which can satisfy them, 

This is maintained to the present day, for the 
high-class English buyer as a rule demands ‘dry 
champagne; the Russian a wine sweet and 
strong; and the Frenchman and German a 
sweet licht wine. The sweetness is, of course, 
added in all sparkling wines, except in the case 
of St. Peray, whose grapes contain so much 
already that any addition would be deleterious. 
The fortification should be by genuine liqueur, 
consisting of nothing but old wine of the finest 
quality, and the best of the vins bruts“ now 
exported receive no more than from 1 to 8 per 
cent of liqueur, Sparkling Hocks are much 
less pure, for as much as one-fifth of sirup is 
sometimes added to four-fifths of wine; the 
Moselles, t are often scented with elder- 
flowers of the English market, and even in 
themselves the sparkling wines of Germany 
possess greater body than the heaviest cham- 
pagne, so that they cannot be drunk with equal 
freedom. Great Britain alone consumes 2,000,- 
000 bottles annually, against 1,000,000 drunk at 
home.
